And he said that pollution control must use .the nation’s 
technological resources to produce solutions, rather than kill

the people, you and I, start lending vociferous support to such men 
as Gianelli, and other competent officials, whose thinking is aimed at 
logical solutions to environmental problems.

Californians who have 
lived, or at least studied, their 
state’s political history over 
the past four decades and 
more are well aware of the 
fact that some of our aus- 
lander critics haven’t been 
too far off base in saying that 
here almost anything can 
happen. 

We've had some classics in 
brutally misleading ballot is- 
sues offering phony surcease 
for poverty and whatever ails 
you, no question. 

If those critics still are 
around they must be chor- 
tling “I told you so,” or “What 
else is new?” 

They’d be referring, of 
course, to Proposition No. 9 
on the June ballot, the of- 
ficially titled Pollution Ini- 
tiative which its proponents 
keep trying to sell as a clean 
environment act. 

Rallying against the used- 
car sales effort to tie up the 
state’s economy in the name 
of environment and ecology, 
a four-man team of science, 
education, labor and con- 
servation leaders has an- 
nounced a statewide cam- 
paign to combat chaos. 

Speaking for the team, Dr. 
Emil M. Mrak, University of 
California—Davis chancellor 
emeritus, said that he and 
the other co-chairmen of 
“Californians Against the 
Pollution Initiative” would 
work to rally their fellow 
Californians in opposition to 
“the most destructive mea- 
sure faced by California 
voters in decades.” 

Joining with Dr. Mrak in 
the campaign are Dr. J. E. 
McKee, Pasadena nuclear ex- 
pert and environmental en- 
gineering professor; Joseph J. 
Diviny, San Francisco, first 
vice president of the Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Team- 
sters; and Myron W. Doorn- 
bos, San Gabriel, president of 
the Southern Council of Con- 
servation Clubs. 

It is the consensus of the 
committee that Proposition 
No. 9 would be “totally 
counterproductive to the true 
environmental goals of most 
Californians,” and that it 
would “lock environmental 
management standards into 
law, and preclude utilization 
of rapidly changing, scienti- 
fically based technological ad- 
vances in the field of pollu- 
tion control.”

Porterville, his parents being the 
late Charles and Alice 
Farnsworth who operated one of 
the early-day grocery stores - the 
Rochdale. Since the mid 1920s, 
Farnsworth had been in the beef 
cattle business in the Fountain 
Springs country, then, more 
recently, building a new home at 
Glennville.

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VISALIA — Frost damage 
combined with a rainless spring 
continues to work hardship on 
Many Tulare county - crops, 
although effected areas are eratic 
and extent of damage is difficult 
to assess at this point according 
to Agricultural Commissioner 
Elvin Mankins. 

Crops hard-hit by frost two 
weeks ago include grapes, 
peaches, nectarines, plums, 
walnuts, and olives, as well as 
tomatoes, squash, cucumbers, 
and peppers. Mankins stated that 
damage to deciduous crops will 
be “far reaching,” even though 
some areas received little. or no 
effects from the cold snap. 

Heaters and wind machines 
saved many early vegetable 
crops, he added. 

Dryland grain fields are

beginning to show the effects of 
lack of rain, he said, as are 
rangelands at lower elevations. 
Some livestock is being sent to 
market or the feedlots as a result 
of sparse grazing conditions. 

Navel oranges are beginning 
to show some granulation as the 
season progresses; Valencias are 
being picked and shipped for 
export; Minneola tangelos are 
being packed; and standard and 
dwarf trees are also being 
shipped. 

Cotton planting is 
well-underway, with some 
early-planted fields already 
showing growth. Some thinning 
is underway in sugar beets; and 
alfalfa hay is being cut and 
baled.

also during the San Juan days 
celebration. 

Born in Connecticut, Mrs. 
Manual was brought to 
California as a girl, living with 
Frank and Jennie Vinning in the 
Terra Bella area. (Mrs. Vinning 
was her grandmother.) After 
graduating from elementary 
school at Terra Bella, she lived 
with Fred and Lida Peyron, of 
Porterville, then attended 
Sherman Institute at Riverside 
where she majored in Indian arts 
and crafts. 

“The designs that I use in my 
bead work really do not 
represent any particular tribe or 
area,” Mrs. Manual says. “They 
are actually a conglomeration of 
designs that I studied at 
Sherman Institute and that came 
from Indians throughout the 
country who were attending the 
school.” 

In some of her work Mrs. 
Manual uses roses and other 
flower designs. She says that 
certain designs and colors are 
popular with the general public 
but are by-passed by Indians, 
and vice versa. 

Working beads as both a 
hobby and a_ business, Mrs. 
Manual has sold considerable 
material through a Fresno store 
that specializes in Indian items; 
she also sells locally and will 
make items to order. Her work is 
displayed at present only at her 
home on the reservation; her 
phone is 784-6843. 

Although not teaching bead 
work generally, Mrs. Manual has 
instructed her daughters and 
granddaughters in the art. One 
daughter, Cindy Manual, lives on 
the reservation and is a teacher 
in the Indian tutoring program 
in the Porterville school system; 
Lucille Gibson, another 
daughter, lives on the reservation 
with her family; a_ third 
daughter, Barbara Akers, lives in 
Las Vegas, Nevada. 

Mrs. Manual has two sons: 
Donnie Alto, a_ senior at 
Porterville high school, and 
Shannon Alto, now serving with 
the U.S. army in Germany. 

Beads used by Mrs. Manual 
are obtained in hobby stores, 
however, it is sometimes 
difficult to get uniform sizes and 
the colors that she wants. “But 
the hobby store people really try 
to get what I need, and usually 
eventually find it for me,” she

says. 

In addition to bead work asa 
hobby and business, Mrs. Manual 
feels that she is, in a way, 
preserving one segment of the 
Indian art heritage. 

“It’s a shame that more of 
this heritage is not appreciated 
by our younger people,” she 
says. “For instance our Indians 
here were the finest basket 
weavers in America, yet today 
only a few of the older women 
know the materials and methods 
used. There are other Indian arts 
that could disappear.” 

Meanwhile, Mrs. Manual 
continues to work in her home 
as time permits, creating perhaps 
several smaller items in a day, or

working as long as three days on 
a 30-inch belt. 

And she is anticipating the 
time when the proposed 
community-cultural building will 
be completed on the reservation, 
providing a center for display of 
Indian art work that should 
create increasing interest in such 
work, both among people of the 
community and among Indians 
themselves.
